‘The biggest development of the past week 
has undoubtedly been the negotiations, in 
which Sweden appears to be playing ' the 
part of the broker, which are being carried 
on with an idea of bringing the Finnish- 
Soviet struggle to an end. In connection 
with this development there is a number of 
interesting points to be borne in mind, ‘The 
first is that Germany was not invited by Rus~ 
sia to mediate; the second is that Groat 
Britain was asked ond refused, and the third 
is that Sweden undertook the task. ‘There 
may be many reasons why Germany was 
not asked to mediate, but two seem to be 
all that matter. An appeal by the Kremlin 
to Berlin for assistance in bringing an end 
to a most unprofitable campaign would have 
amounted to uw confession of failure such 
ag would have amounted to an open admis 
sion of the surrender of the predominant 
vole which the Soviet has hitherto held in 
Russo-German relations. In addition had 
Germany consented to give the required as~ 

inge Moscow had no guarantee whatever 
that the price demanded would not be al- 
together excessive, amounting possibly even 
to economic control of Russian production 
































in favour of Germany, and the restoration 
to Herr Hitler of the’ role he had always 
intended to play in the Baltic. ‘There is 
also the probability that German mediation 


was doomed from the commencement, for 
the Finns would naturally look askance at 
the government which had sold out its own 
rights in the Baltic, and which in consenting 
to the betrayal of Finland-—even admitting 
that Germany was under no'contractual duties 
regarding that countyy,—had become in faet 
particeps eriminis with the nation which 
factually carried out the invasion.

In an endeavour not to be unfair to Sir 
Stafford Cripps, whose interview on the im- 
pressions of his trip through Russia, Sin 
kiang, the unoceupicd parts of China to 
Chungking and thence to Shanghai was 
published yesterday, it should be pointed out 
that, affer’ all, they were only impressions. 
uttered on the spur of the moment, and just 
‘as spontancotis as the replies of a witness 
under eross-examination.

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SOME AFTERTHOUGH’

One of the immediate eitects of the negotia 
tion of peace between Finland and Russia, 
has been on the one hand a certain amount of 
reerimination, and on the other a degree of 
protest which in the circumstances is not 
without justification. Condemnation of Nor- 
way and Sweden is not wholly to be justified, 
and it is to be hoped that it will soon cease 
as the facts of the matter come to be more 
clearly appreciated. It is true that, until 
a very short while ago, the Scandinavian 
countries, proud in their independence and 
the peace they have enjoyed for so long a 
ime, were, internationally speaking, rugged 
individualists. ‘There was general acceptance 
of the belief that so long as they maintained 
forees suflicient for little more than policing 
purposes, and stuck carefully to the practice 
Of minding their own business, they were in 
no danger whatever of aggression. ‘The first 
ation to realize the opposite was Finland, 
whoso experiences during the war of freedom 
led its Government to understand that those 
liberties, so dearly won, could only be pre- 
served so long as it was in a position to 
dofend them, and it was the full comprehen 
sion of the menace which the Soviet always. 
continued to be that led to the construction 
‘of the Mannerheim Line and the maintenance 
of a system of military training which per~ 
mitted the Finns to save what they have out 
of the general débicle which threatened 
thom, ‘The sume was not tha case with 
Norway and Sweden. Without too 
eiticaly—and who should be In the light of 
the unprecedented situation with which their

utilizing the benefits, which these new dis- 
positions confer upon the Soviet, in any 
attempt to invade either Norway, or Swede 
or both. ‘Thus it will be seen that manifest 
peril has changed the Scandinavian nations 
from their rugged individualism. ‘They are 
now animated with a desire to take steps for 
their common defence. It is only to be 
hoped that it Is not now too late. One other

IN THE BALKANS

‘The war in Finland having been ended 
‘attention is naturally turned to-the Balkans, 
which it hus all along been expected would 
he the scene of the next developments, It 
was originally thought that Russia would 
stir up trouble by secking to wrest Bess 
arabia from Rumania, but there is every 
reason to believe that German influence will 
at any rate for the time being divert Moscow 
from that intention. Nazi claims that the 
German position in the Balkans is being 
consolidated, and that sensational develop- 
ments may be expected in the course of the 
next few diys, are probably for home con- 
sumption, for developments with regard to. 
Rumania 'have been carefully watehed by the 
Allies for months past and little opportunity 
for surprise exists. It is quite apparent that 
Germany desires that Rumania shall not be 
‘embarrased in any way by Russian action, 
for, were Rumania forced to defend herself 
‘against Sovict encroachment, it would ental! 
the mobilization of the whole of her natural 
resources in order to fight the war which 
‘would be thrust upon her, with the result 
that those supplies, upon which the Germans 
set such great store as aid towards offsetting 
the Allied blockade, would not be forth- 
. It is consequently not in the in- 
ferests of the Reich for Russia to stir up 
trouble with Rumania. For two or three 
months past King Carol has been indulging 
in the dangerous game of firting with der 
Fuehrer. 4 closer understanding with Yugo 
Slavia had been attempted by the Rumanian 
monarch, who appears to have found the 
price somewhat too high. Any concessions 
which might be made to Hungary to keep 
that country satisfied would encourage Bul- 
garia and Russia to push forward their own 
demands, and King Carol discovered that, 
unless he could obtain powerful support, the 
dismemberment of his kingdom would be 
almost a foregone conclusion. The Rumani

‘attempt by might to compel Rumania to send 
supplies to Germany would immediately lead 
to the destruction of the oil-wells and the 
stoppage of the production of iron ore, so 
that in this policy which he has adopted 
King Carol has found much to strengthen 
his position. 

‘This being the case it seems that reports, 
to the effect that Herr von Ribbentrop's re- 
cent visit to Rome was for the purpose of 
assuring the Italian Government that there 
would be no Russian invasion of the Balkans, 
are in all probability correct. German in- 
torests so clearly require that Rumania should 
be allowed to remain at peace and produce 
goods for German consumption, that any 
‘other development, which precluded this, 
would in effect amount to a_ particularly 
serious reverse for the Reich. Here again is 
to be found another example of that diversity 
of interest which makes the Russo-German 
understanding the uneasy thing that it 
has always been. Whether Russia will be 

rsuaded to keep out of Rumania for the 
time being remains to be seen. M. Stalin 
may not be quite so docile as to stand by 
‘and subordinate what he conceives to be Rus 
‘sian interests to the German desire to win 
the war against the Allies. It may very 
‘well be that even now that is the last thing 
he wishes. The only other development 
Which appears to be likely in south-east 
Europe depends upon the endeavour of the 
Reich to bring about a better understanding 
between Italy and Ri Obviously if 
Russia can be persuaded to keep its hands 
off Rumania and the Balkans in general, it 
may be possible to produce a greater degree 
of cordiality in Ttalo-Russian relations than 
at present exists, though it is open to very 
considerable doubt whether even the per= 
suasiveness of Herr Hitler will be able to 
bring about a complete understanding be- 
tween all the parties to the Anti-Comintern 
Pact, and Soviet Russia against which it was 
originally directed. In this connection it 
must be pointed out that there is no longer 
‘any material difference between the National 
Socialism of Germany and the Communism 
of Russia. ‘They are now one and the same 
thing, and one main obstacle to a better un- 
derstanding between Signor Mussolini and M. 
Stalin is to be found in the fact that it is 
Impossible for them to become intimate 
friends because of the stoutness with which 
the former adheres to his own political 
ideologies. As a make-shift this new Ger- 
man policy may serve its purpose for the 
time being, but, oven if it attains its ends, 
it will have ereated a ramshackle structure, 
having about it all the defects which the 
legend “Made in Germany,” has come to 
indicate. 

















AN ABORTIVE RAID 
‘March 19. 

After months of comparative inaction, the 
German air arm staged a small raid over 
Scapa Flow and the Orkneys on Saturday 
night, and have come out with the usual tall 
stories of enormous damage done to British 
‘war vessels. British naval circles speak of 
the whole affair as a mere skirmish, only a 
small portion of the force which the enemy 
sent out actually caring to go into action. 
Some damage was done miles away from 
Scapa Flow, and a civilian killed, the sug- 
gestion that the German airmen chose 
to bomb well away from the heavily pro- 
tected harbourage where the British flect wus 
reported to be. ‘The German claims to have 
done damage to four large British war vc 
sels were only to be expected, but when 
they go on to suggest the same old names as 
those of the vessels dumaged, ‘the whole thing 
assumes the old familiar “the above-named 
gentleman playing the beforementioned in- 
strument.” ‘The German propaganda is run~ 
ning true to form, and is proving just as un- 
imaginative. It is one of the most remark- 
able things concerning German propaganda

‘The German 
propaganda machine makes no such claim, 
nor apart from the stories alleged to have 
been told by the raiders themselves on their 
return to Germany, is there any attempt to 
glorify what, if these stories were true, which 
they are most patently not, the heaviest re~ 
verse which has been inflicted upon the 
British Navy since the commencoment of 
hostilities. The practice of telling the lie big 
enough has been adhered to, but there is 
fan absence of enthusiasm in ‘propagating it 
which suggests that the enemy is not too 
certain as to how much of this cock-and-bull 
story the world will accept. ‘The fact of the 
matter is that the raiders met with such a 
reception that few of them could penetrate 
the defences, and even they in thelr end- 
eavours to escape had to unload thelr bombs 
miles away from their objectives in places 
where little damage beyond the death of one 
man, the injury of two or three other people 
and the collapse of a cottage was done, ‘The 
point is very well taken by British naval 
circles that the “fact that the German high 
command is so eager to magnify the air 
‘skirmish over Seapa Flow, and the ridiculous 
claims they have made of inflicting damage 
on units of the British Fleet, betray undue 
nervousness, and an almost childish desire to 
have something to boast about.” In other 
words, whistling loudly to keep their courage 
up. It may safely be conceded that the 
bombing of the civilians was not planned by 
the raiders. That has all the appearance of 
being aceldental, but when it is remembered 
that this took place five or six miles from 
the harbour which was supposed to be their 
objective, there is ample ground for believing 
that the’ bombs in question were released 
out of sheer panic, and for the purpose of 
lightening the machine, and making a quick 
escape. 

It is inevitable that this raid will stimulate 
the activities of those in Britain and France 
who are agitating for a more positive con- 
duct of this present war. There are military 
and naval objectives in Germany which can 
properly be regarded as targets for the Al- 
lied flying forces, and they should be given 
the opportunity of retaliation, of which they 
would be only too willing to avail them- 
selves. Apart from that the whole affair 
hhas no particular significance, save in ono 
respect only. It has been the German claim 
that because the British Navy left Scapa 
Flow, as it did in the early days of the last 
war, ‘it was to be taken as complete proof 
that! the German air arm had complete con- 
rol of the North Sea. ‘The claim was re- 
leognized as preposterous at the time, and 
taking the German admission that the pre= 
‘sence of the fleet in Scapa Flow had been 
known to them for some days prior to the 
raid, the question may very well be asked 
fs 10 exactly what sort of control it is whon 
the British fleet can yo back to its harbour- 
age and remain there until this abortive 
fattack was delivered against it, Ordinary 
prudence would require that, if the German 
aeroplanes were the menace to the safety 
of the fleet which the enemy claimed them 
to be, the British lect should have remained 
based on Lough Swilly, and the fact that 
it was not, but was back at its old base, 
suggests that this alleged German control ik 
hold in contempt by the British naval com= 
mand. ‘The attempt to magnify this com- 
paratively trivial affair into something of the 
first maynitude only serves to show how 
completely bankrupt the German Ministry of 
Propaganda is of ideas. It eannot afford to 
Jadmit to its own people that any move which 
is made may have proved abortive. ‘There 
would be nothing particularly damaging to 
morale if they were to do so. Nevertheless, 
if these cheap paper victories are necessary 
to the German Government in order to bol- 
ster up the spiits of its people, the only con- 
‘clusion to be drawn is that there must. be 
‘more cause for anxiety in Germany than has 
up to the present transpired. ‘The doctrine 
of German invincibility is apparently not 
enough ; it is necessary to claim successes 
where in fact none exist.

Tt was alleged to have penetrated 
about 40. kilometres into Japanese 
territory before flying back to the 
north, 

‘A second Soviet machine, this time 
1 monoplane, was seen at ‘about 1.20 
@'clock yesterday afternoon entering 
South Saghalien from the sea. It 
proceeded about 800 kilometres’ to- 
ward Estoru on the western coast 
before flying back north. 

‘The Saghalien police authorities 
were stated in the message to have 
reported the matter tothe Ministry 
of Overseas Affairs in Tokyo and to 
the local military command. 

‘Trouble Over Fisheries 

Vigorous representations would be 
made by Japan to the Soviet Govein- 
mont should evidence be obtained 
that Moscow had influenced the 
fishery lot auctions at Viadivostok on 
Sunday, Mr. Hachiro Arita, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, said In the Lower 
House today. 

‘The Foreiin Minister declared that 
he believed that the auction had been 
carried, out lawfully without pressure 
from the Kremlin. 

Japanese fishery interests, he added, 
had lost «three lots, although the 
auction had not affected the status of 
the so-called “stabilized lots,” Mr. 
Arita stated, 

Soviet fishing firms acquired ‘three 
additional fishing grounds in an aue- 
tion conducted by the Soviet Fishing 
Board at Viadivostoke on Sunday.

Soviet lols. Of this number, all but 
four lots were acquired by Soviet 
bidders. 

‘According to a telegram received 
by the Soviet Waters Fisheries Guild 
here yesterday the three fishing 
grounds lost in the bidding were pre- 
viously held by the Nichiro Fisheries 
Company.

Judge M. J. Helmick 
Back in Shanghai 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 14, 

Judge Milton J. Helmick of the 
United States Court for ‘China re- 
turned to Shanghai yesterday morn- 
ing in the French’ liner “Marechal 
Joffre afler a holiday trip to Chung- 
‘king and a session of the U.S. Court 
in Canton, “Accompanying the judge 
were Mrs Helmick and Mr. William 
. Collins, Clerk of the Court, 

‘The Helmicks eft Shanghai on 
February 8 with Mr. Nelson T. John- 
son, US, Ambassador to China, and 
his staff. “They proceeded to Hong- 
kong inthe mv. Tjitjalengka and 
thenee to Hanoi, with the exception 
of Mrs. Helmick™ who remained in 
Hongkong. From Hanoi the party 
proceeded overland to Kunming by 
railway motor coach, remaining there 
for about two days before setting out 
over the Kunming-Chungking high 
‘way for China's inland capital, 

Judge Helmick said that he had an 
enjoyable and interesting trip all the 
way. He was particularly impressed 
by the amazing engineering effort the 
new Kunming-Chungking road repre- 
sented and said that, considering the 
whole thing had been constructed by. 
hhand, it was a remarkable piece of 
‘work, ‘The road rose to heights of 
8,000 to 9,000 feet in some places, he 
said, but it was well graded. 


Bustling City 

‘The party spent about 51% days on 
the highway before reaching Chung- 
king. ‘The Judge described the inland 
capital as a busy, bustling city. He 

id that prices in Chungking were 
so high when compared to Kun- 
ming. This latter city, he sald, were 
crowded with students and as’ a re- 
‘sult the price of living had soared. 
Because Of the leisurely trip which 
he had taken to Chungking, Judge 
Helmiek was unable to remain in 
that elty more than two days, and 
he boarded a plane. for Hongkong, 
where he was Joined by Mz. Collins. 
‘The air journey took him about five 
hours to complete. He said that 
conditions were such that he did not 
see terra firma after leaving Chung- 


























king until the plane neared the 
heights of Hongkong. 
As he was due to hold a session of 





court in Canton, the Judge, with Mr. 
Collins, boarded! the U.S.S. Mindanao, 
gunboat attached to the South China 
Patrol, and proceeded up the Pear! 
River to the City of Rams. They 
were escorted past the barrier by 0 
Japanese gunboat and arrived in 
Canton after an uneventful journey. 
During the trip upriver they saw 
very little trate on the waterway. 

‘Judge Helmick described Canton as 
a completely devastated city, Little 
trade was being carried on in’ the 
‘once prosperous South China port and 
very few shops were open in the city. 
What few buildings remained stand- 
ing were mere shells; four walls stand- 
ing with the interiors blasted out, 
‘The work of clearing up the debris 
had commenced, however, and huge 
orderly stacks of bricks’ lined the 
streets. “The Judge sald that con- 
versation with people in Canton had 
Fevealed that only one-third of the 
original population was now Jiving 
there and mast of these were of the 
Poorer classes. 

‘A few routine caves wore heard by 

the court in Canton, such as probates, 
adoptions and estate cases. After the 
court session had concluded the of- 
‘cials were taken back to Hongkong 1 
the Mindanao where they boarded the 
Marechal Joffre for Shanghai.

A total of 678013 persons were 
vaceinated “during the 1939 season 
(October 1938 to September 1939 in 
elusive). as compared with 417,537 
‘uring the’ 1938 season; an increase 
‘of 200476 and a record for the In- 
ternational Settlement, Of this num- 
bor 54,986 were infanis and primary 
vaccinations; 245,613 were children 
and. the remaining S17A14 were 
adults, ‘These fgures include 96,108 
Fefugees who were vaccinated in 
feamps and 13,051 persons vaccinated 
in the Municipal Gaol. ‘The mobile 
Unit performed vaceinations in fac- 
tories, large business establishments, 
sehoois, refugee camps and squatter:

Sporadic nuisances occurred in the 
“Outside Roads” areas which have, 
during the year under review, become 
industrialized to an almost unbeliev- 
able extent, In this respect, “Offen- 
sive Trades! including tanneries, bone 
yards, pig bristle yards, sille ‘waste 
processing (with its attendant dead 
eocoon worm drying yards), feather 
drying yards and pig sties, are. well 
Kenown as attractive to flies and are 
often prolific fly-breeding centres. 


‘Malarla Prevention 
‘The Malaria Prevention Unit, in 
fan endeavour to establish early con 
‘rol over anopheline mosquito breed. 
ing, took extensive hibernating mos- 
quito "extermination measures in 
dwelling houses, cellars, refugee 
amps, cattle sheds and stables, gard- 
rors" sheds and outhouses, ete, dur- 
ing the early part of the year. 
Routine malaria prevention work 
included flling-in, Jevelling or drain. 
age of ponds and low-lying land and 
swamps; the abolition of temporary. 
sourees of mosquito breeding in garci- 
‘eners' kongs, flower pots, fire buckets, 
Hnlocked rain-water channels, ote.; the 
Inrvieidal treatment of ponds, swamps, 
ditches, basement waters in large 
Dulldings and other places and the 
distribution of handbitls and. display 
of posters, surveys and mapping, etc. 
A. special feature of this. season 
work Was the organization of an or- 
hiamental pond inspection squad, the 
stat of which removed excess bank 
vegetation and distributed and main- 
tained supplies of mosquito fish, 


Mosquitoes 
‘The Mosquito Extermination Squad 
conducted enquiries into over 800 
nnotifed cases of malaria, The result 
of such investigation rovealed that 
many of the infected cases had re- 
sided sometime during the normal in. 
cubation period of the disease 
areas outside the Settlement. Several 
foreign patients had slept of house 
Boats in the Pootung area, whilst 
among Chinese eases it was noted that 
a large number had visited the

of over 70,000 Gambusia afinis mos- 
quitosish ‘taken from the Depart 
‘ment’s fish hatcheries and stock ponds 
in the Western District, ‘The periodi- 
eal removal of excess bank ‘vegeta 
tion, permitting the fish to attack the 
‘mosquito larvae, has resulted in much 
Tess frequent discovery of the pupal. 
oF final stage of mosquito develop: 

nt in ornamental ponds which for 

18 reasons, could not be sprayed 
Wilh oil-containing Iarvicides. Most 
private pond owners agreed to the 
Femoval of large non-larvivorous 
fish which would rapidly devour the 
smaller mosquito fish. 

During the winter, many large 
ponds were filled in and low-lying 
‘swampy areas raised with house re- 
fuse by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. ‘Where, by reason of possible 
fly breeding and smell nuisance, It 
was Inadvisable to use house refuse, 
cinders and 
filling in private ponds and raising 
land for school playgrounds. ets. the 
motor pump being employed 10 re 
‘move excess water. Railway borrow. 
pits were filled in with gully deposits 
‘and mud removed in ereck dredging. 

‘Squatter huts have further inereas- 
Jed in numbers compared with 1938, 
‘Approximately 11400 huts with an 
‘estimated population of 110,000 are 
distributed’ over the whole of the 
Western District. The Central and 
Northern Districts aro clear with the 
‘exception of one large eamp in Ci 
nningham Road, whilst the astern 
Distriet 1s practically without squat- 
ters, Pree water supplies, ordure and 
refuse removal and other necessary 
sanitary measures have been con- 
tinued and the co-operation of the 
squatters has been at all times readil 
obtained. The fire hazard is evi 
denced iby two large confagrations 
during the year, and the reduction of 
refugees in registered refugee camps 
tends to Inerease the numbers living 
in ‘squatter huts. Offensive trades, 
stich as rag-picking. bristledrying 
and pig-breeding abound within the 
squatier areas, and creck. pollution 
{is also a serious nuisance,

Offensive Trades 
A substantial inerease in the num 
ber of industrial enterprises, as com. 
pared witht 1938, is responsible for 
the greatest number of nuisances,

‘The types of offensive trades most 
dieutt to deat with have been bone- 
boiling and storage yards, slle cocoon 
‘deying yards, tanneries, oil refineries,

No creck pollution to speak of is 
recorded in the International Settle- 
ment, A different situation, however, 
is fouind in the “Outside Roads” areas. 
Practically all creeks in these areas 
are dally becoming more seriously 
polluted by’ waste discharges from 
offensive trades and factories. ‘The 
worst offenders are;—tanneries, che- 
imieal works, dyeing works and oll 
refineries.

Wan Pao” reports that most of the! 
Chinese merchants concerned with 
the business are reluctant to register 
with the market because their busi 
hess regulations and custom con- 
tradiet those enforced by authorities 
fof the new market. 

‘Apart from this reason, the cash 
guarantee fee of $1,000 in cach is 
sald to be too big a sum to be paid 
‘by any merchant who is not sure of 
the prospect of his business after 
rogistering with the mew. market. 
Only a few merchants have register- 
ed, it Is admitted. AN fruit “hones 
flong the Nantao ‘Bund, near French 
Bund; have agreed among themselves 
not to participate in the organization 
‘of the new Japanese market. Any 
fone of them secretly retistering, 
with the market will be fined $10,000, 

Already, it is pointed out, purchase 
certifieates will have to be obtained 
by vegetable hawkers in the out 
skirts of the city. For each truck, 
Used for transporting vegetables a 
monthly rate of $50. is collected. 
‘There are between 70 and 80 such 
tax bureaux all run by the Japanese, 
itis. stated,

Detachment, S.V.C.

‘Shanghal, Afar. 16. 

Weixhted down by the soaring. com 
of living in Shanghai and confronted 
by a further Increase in the muni- 
cipal rate, disgruntied ratepayers are 
seeking an outlet for ‘thelr enraged 
feelings by venting theit spleen. on 
that much-maligned and overworked 
body of men, the Russian Detachment 
of the ‘Shanghai Volunteer Corps. 

‘What, do these men do to earn thelr 
keep?” is the predominant theme in 
letters berating the detachment which 
hhave appeared in the correspondence 
columns of this journal. 

‘Tho following, brief outline of the 
general duties of the Russian Detach- 
ment may serve to enlighten readers 
who possibly have been unacquainted 
‘as to the actual work performed by 
the mens— 

‘The total strength of the Russian 
Detachment consists of thirteen of 
cers and 311 other ranks. Of these, 
no less than 30 men are required for 
Permanent duty at 8.V.C, Headquart- 
rs, 22 sorving as transport drivers 
and eight ag office orderiies. ‘The 
Gelachment furnishes 41 men to act 
‘as guards on the Bund Pontoons and 
28 men as guards at the Internment 
‘camp at Singapore and Kiaochow 
Roads. “This latter duty 1s unpleasant 
work as there has frequently. been 
trouble of some sort oF another In 
the camp. 

One-Third On Daty 

‘Sundry guards at the SMC. Ad- 
ministration Building and the Bund 
Dillets of the detachment account for 
38 men, which means a total of 87 
‘men Actually on duly every day. Tn 
addition, an inlying picket of 20 men 
is held'in readiness in quarters at 
‘all times to answer any emergency 
calls which may arise. ‘This brings 
the ‘number of men either on duly 
or standing by each day to 117, over 
‘one-third of entire deiachment, and 
fny old soldier will tell you that to 
hove one-third of an organization on. 
‘dally duty is irksome in the extreme. 

‘And when the men are off duty 
they do nol, as some may imagine, 
Jeisurely ie’ around. in. their bunks 
all'day. with the exception of men 
just off 24-hour duty, those, not on 
‘duty go through five to six hours 
Intensive training in mob dispersal, 
weapons, drill, ete, overy day. 

“The ‘Russian Detachment ive in- 
valuable assistance to the Shanghar 
Municipal Police, ‘The function ot 
the guards on the Bund pontoons is 
to assist and. protect the ‘police, but 
rot to ensige in searching." The 
Velachment also aid the SiMCP. in 
carrying out wholesale raids and 
searches stich as were conducted in 
Louza and Central Districts last year: 
‘The Russians provide cordons around 
the buildings While the police do the 
searching. 

"Formed in January 1927, the dotach- 
ment originally consisted of two com= 
panies Buta’ third company wa 
Authorized in February, 1082, bring 
the organization to ‘its prosent 
strength. ‘The Russian Detachment 
forms the first reserve of the SMP. 
fand addition saves the SV.C. from 
‘cing mobilized to meet minor emer: 
gencies. In addition to the duties 
‘Outlined above they furnish honour 
fuards or attend to anything else that 
may erop up.

And Matters of Commercial Interests

FT[UHE report of the committee of the Shanghai General Chamber 
of Commerce for 1939, to be submitted to the 92nd annual 
general meeting of members, to be held on March 26, gives in| 


concise form a survey of local co 
of the Chamber during the past 


mmercial conditions and activities| 
year, The following are extracts 


of the salient points dealing with matters of importance to the| 


local community, 


In dealing with political affairs the 
report states:— 

In the course of last year the Sino 
Japanese “incident” became more in- 
volved In political activities whilst the 
military side of it took on lesser im- 
portance due to the fact that for long 
periods a stalemate existed. Japanese 
forces now control the whole of the 
‘China coast and all land communica 
tions abroad with the exception of 
those ‘with Indo-China, Burma and 
Soviet Russia. Of the ‘vast areas of 
China which are in Japanese occupa 
tion Japanese infuence exists mainly 
along the coast and immediately ad- 
Jacent to railways and other lines of 
communication. 

Mr. Wang Ching-wel, formerly 
Chairman of the Chinese Political 
Council aligned himself more definite 
ly than ever during the year with the 
“peace front” and whilst in the middle 
of January, 140, he was said to have 
sent a ielegram (0 Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek Inviting him to join 
‘the peace movement. Mr, Wang 
Ching-wel continued to be regarded 
by ‘the Central Government as a 
political outeast, Continuous efforts 
‘were made during the year to bring 
about some form of coalition of the 
“Reformed” Government at Nanking. 
and the “Provisional” Government at 
Peiping, and several leading Chinese 
‘Agures "were mentioned as possible 
heads of the new regime, including 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu, who died towards 
the close of 1939. No end of hostili- 
{les was in sight at the end of 1939. 


Yangtze River Opening 




















‘The Yangtze River remained closed 
to Third Power shipping throughout 
the year. ‘There was some talk of 
opening the Yangtze to Third Power 
shipping as far as Nanking, but con- 
erote steps (0 this end could not be 
discerned, on the contrary, such trade 
fas has existed in the Yangtze Delta 
is gradually being closed down to 
certain third power shipping. In the 
ease of the Peat] River Delta the ship- 
ping of ‘Third Powers was permitted 
to operate under a skeleton schedule 
with many restrictions. | Restrictions 
against ‘Third Power Shipping exist 
also in practically all Chinese. ports, 
and although some relaxation was 
made in Tsingtao the general situa~ 
tion continues to be regarded by 
Third Powers as unsatisfactory. 
Practically oll southern ports are 
lose to the detriment of general 
trade. 





‘The Anancial position remained un- 
duly complicated owing to the variety. 
of currencies in force in different 
parts of the country. In Shanghai, 
In addition to the local dollar, “Hua 
Using notes sponsored by the’ "Re- 
formed” Government at Nanking are 
sed! in certain eases, and in January, 
1940, Japanese yen ‘were being ac- 
copted by the ‘Chinese Postal and 
‘Telegraph OMices, whilst in territory 
under the control of the Chinese Na- 
tional “Government the Chinese 
National dollar remained the only 
Tegal currency, the value of the dollar 
being quoted ‘at Js.2%d, although it 
was Impossible to purchase foreign 
eurreney except at the “Black” 
market rate which in Shangh: 
varied from 4d to Sigd, and latterly 
appeared to have stabitized for the 
time being between those limits. ‘The 
system of allotments of foreign ex- 
change made available in Shanghy 
by the Central Bank of China was 
discontinued during the year. In 
addition to the above, Japanese mili 
tary notes continued to be issued by 
the Japanese military forces in large 
numbers in the territory occupied by 
hem and the same, together with 
ordinary Yen notes, are now in use 
very largely in the area under Japan.

Communteations 


Rail and telegraph communications 
have been resumed in certain areas 
remote from actual hostilities, but 
such aetivities can only be regarded 
fas a mere skeleton of those which 
existed formerly.

Customs Returns 


‘There was a fairly considerable in- 
crease in revenue in terms of Chinese 
dollars collected by the Chinese 
Maritime Customs during 1930. as| 
compared with the year 1998, accord- 
ing to statistics released "by. the| 
Inspector-General of Customs.” The| 
increase was approximately Chinese 
$77,000,000. 

‘The Customs Revenue for 1939, 
‘composed of import and export duties, 
Interport duty, tonnage dues, food re~ 
lief "surtax ‘and Revenue —surtax, | 
amounted to $331,320,000, approxi- 
mately, as compared with $254,570,000 
for 1938, 





Loans 

‘The full monthly instalments pay- 
able in January and February in re- 
‘spect of the Anglo-German Loan of 
1698, amounting to $2,379,078.60 in all, 
were specially authorized for pay 
ment in order to cover the interest 
‘and amortization payments due on 
that loan on March 1, 1939, Apart 
from those Instalments, no other pay- 
ment, made from the Customs reventic| 
collection in respect of the above- 
mentioned loan or of the Boxer In- 
demnity obligations or the 1913 Re- 
‘organization Loan. Quotas represent. 
ing the share of the estimated cost of 
the service of those obligations, based 
pro rata on the revenue collection of 
each port to that of all China, were, 
however, provided in full from. the| 
ports in the areas under the Chinese: 
Government's control and paced on 
deposit in special accounts with the 
Central Bank of China. The total 
amount so deposited during the year 
‘was $12,050.264.1 

‘The service of the Consolidation 
Note of the American Wheat and 
Flour Loan of 1931 and American, 
Cotton and Wheat Loan of 1933 ac- 
cording to a revised schedule was 
met in full from the collection of 
Flood Relief Surtax, at a total cost 
of $9,869,504.86 of which $1,016,53837

No payments were made to the 
National Loans Sinking Fund Admini- 
trative Commission from the revenue | 
collection on account of the service| 
of Internal Loans sceured on the 
Customs Revenue, but part of the:

set aside by using the balance left 











from those ports after provision had 
been made for prior obligations. The 
total so set aside was deposited in 
special accounts with the Central 
Bank of China, and amounted during 
the year to $15,161,300,87. Obligations

‘The only conservancy work carried 
out during the year was that under- 
ken by private interests in the im- 
rediate vicinity of their own wharves:

Congestion at Customs Settles 


Representations were submitted to 
the Commissioner of Customs during| 
the year suggesting an increase in the 
‘Cusioms examination staff on duty at 
certain of the pontoons used for ex- 
port cargo.

Next, the colossal sum now spent 
‘on pensions must be most drastically 
vedueed; this is doubtless hard. on 
those who have been receiving what 
they expected to receive (the fall of 
the dollar has in no way affected 
‘them !); but it is infinitely: harder on 
the ratepayers to continue these enor 
‘mous payments, 

Normally, of course, one would not 
dream of touching pensions : but these 
fare mot normal times for those who 
have to foot the bill. Nor ean the 
edutetion of pensions ‘be mace a vor 
Juntary matter ; all alike must receive 
‘equal treatment. 

As to existing salaries, it is perfect. 
Jy obvious that a great many of the 
Feeiplents are grossly. over-paid — 
some of them frankly acknowledge 
this. Tn addition to their salaries are 
allowances of various kinds ; but it is 
impossible for the ordinary ratepayer, 
who hus to deny himself to provide 
for these allowanees, to. discover 
exactly what these allowances amount 
to, Doubtless, it would be indiscreet

of the higher officials are “amply 
ilified : ‘but not a few would be 
utterly unable to get a similar post 
elsewhere. Only fully-quatifed men

fof hire. of these works. A. limited 
umber of English works has also 
been performed during the current 
season thanks to the Kindness of the 
British Couneil of London, who have 
supplied the necessary scores and 
parls, More English works would 
have been performed if such had been 
obtainable. 

Tt should be noted that the per- 
formance of all this mew musie has 
‘cost nothing, since the musie in each 
ease was elther donated or lent free 
of charge. 

‘Whether all these works are worth 
istening to is purely a matter of ine 
dividual taste and opinion. But they 
Fepresent the evolution of music, the 
Introduction of modernistie’ ideas in 
harmony and in orchestration and as 
such they should prove of some i 
terest to music lovers. 

‘On the other hand, it is not quite 
fair to imply that the ‘classics have 
been neglected, During the season 
{in course no less than six of Bectho- 
ven's symphonies have been perform= 
ed and on Easter Sunday the Maestro

Alleged Extortion 


‘To the Editor of the 
fonrt-Cia Dany News" 

“A very. unpleasant experience 
of a Chinese indy who travelled on 
the bus from the Garden Bride ap- 
pears to indicate something in the 
halure of a racket, “ickets were 
purchased in the usual way from the 
Sonduetor and duly punehed. En 
Toute there was a change of the 
conductors. Near the waterworks a 
Chinese rather of the coolie claes 
boarded the bus The man was 
wearing some kind of uniform and 
badge and represented himself as a 
ticket examiner. The man took a 
seat_near the door and when the 
passenger was about to alight, hand- 
Ing the Uckets to the conductor in 
accordance with the usual practice 

‘hese buses, the man took the 
tickets and demanded to know where 
they had been obtained. He was 
informed that ‘they had ‘been pur- 
chased on the bus. He then charged 
the passenger with having "picked 
them up in the street. On this being 
denied, be demanded payment of 
from the passenger, threatening that 
unless the money were handed over, 
the would call the Japanese and have 
the passenger beaten. ‘The conductor 
closed the door of the bus and the 
passenger was not allowed to leave. 
‘The conductor informed the passenger 
that unless she paid the $2 demanded 
by the “examiner” the door would 
‘not be opened. 
ot allowed to alight and was fore~ 
bly ‘detained on the bus and over 
carried for a considerable distance. 
‘A Chinese: man sitting near the door 
‘at a passenger then advised the lady 
that She had better pay the $2 re- 
marking that on the ‘previous day a 
Chinese girl had been severely beaten 
when she failed to pay $2 demanded 
Under ‘exaclly similar cireumstanees. 
‘As there appeared to be no alter- 
native, the Indy paid §2 and was then 
Feleased from the bus, in the mean 
time having been carried far bey’ 
her destination and having to make 
the journey tack on foot. 

It is doubtful whether the §2 col- 
ected in this" ieregular manner 
would ever find its way to the bus 
company who are doubtless quite 
unaware of what is happening. “The 
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story about the Japanese being called 
to assault passengers is fantastic and 
brings them into diseredit, The fore~ 
ible detention of the passenger and 
the obtaining of money’ under threats 
‘of violence is probably not an Isolat- 
ed ‘ease and the affair merits, inves 
Uigation inthe public, Interests. No 
eceipt was given for the $2 obtained,

A. Thompson, proprietor 
fof Messrs. J. A. Thompson & Co. of 
Szechuen Road in a counter claim 
Jagainst Mr. A. C. Davis, local short- 
hhand writer. ‘The counter claim was 
for a sum of $6,072.72. 


Judgment 

‘This is a counterclaim in an action 
‘commenced by specially indorsed writ 
fon the 16th and heard on the January 
27,1936, when judgment in the sum 
of $5,262.44, with interest, was entered. 
for the plaintiff and a stay of execu- 
tion ordered in respect of the coun- 
terelaim for a sum of $1,312.72 until 
disposal thereot or further order. On 
the July 13 following the plaintit 
moved {o have the counterclaim dis- 
missed for want of prosecution, or 
‘alternatively that the plain be at 
iberty to issue execution in respect of 
the sum of $1,312.72; an order was 
made for removal of the stay of 
execution and for hearing of the 
counterclaim Independently. It was 
partly heard on the July 20, when the 
defendant obtained leave to amend it 
{to include a further sum of $4,200 with 
interest, and the hearing adjourned to 
enable him to obtain legal assistence. 
‘At the instance of counsel for the de- 
Fendant the caso was restored to the 
hearing list for the January 19, 1937, 
‘but was again adjourned at the request 
of both parties.

Indian Princes Want

New Delhi, Mar. 12. 

‘A resolution welcoming the attain~ 
ment by India of her due place 
among the Dominions, but stressing 
the urgent need for safeguards and 
guarantees for the. preservation of 
Indian states, was passed unanimous- 
ly today by the Chamber of Princes. 

‘The Maharaja Jam Saheb of 
Nawanagar, Chancellor of the Cham- 
ber, sald the Princes had repeatedly 
made clear their willingness 10 cot 
tribute towards the unity of India 
provided the complete picture was 
Acceptable, and effective safeguards 
for thelr special rights and interests 
were secured. He repudiated in- 
sinustions that the Prinees were con- 
Spiring with the British Government 
against the political evolution of 
India. 

‘The Princes, he said, stood for 
India attaining full stature, in which 
all interests and classes were assured 
Of the fullest scope for development, 
‘but this should be under the British 
Crown, since retention of connection 
with the Crown was essential for the 
tunity, order ond progress of the 
country. 

‘The Maharaja Jam Saheb added 
that it seemed the time had arrived 
when leaders. of all parties and 
terests in India should make another 
earnest attempt to find a solution of 














the ‘constitutional problem which 
would be honourable for all con- 
cerned, 


‘The Maharaj Kumar of Bikaner 
said that during the round-table coa- 
ference, and also on a later occasion, 
the Princes had clearly shown their 
friendliness toward the Indian Na- 
tional Congress by expressing their 
readiness to work with it for the 
benefit of India ‘and the Empire. I 
‘was the Congress which had recently 
shown active hostility to the states, 
he added.—Reuter.

Britons Save Nazi 
Ship for Prize 


London, Mar. 12. 

For the week ended midnight March 
10, five British ships, totalling 18,673 
tons, were lost as a result of German 
action, according to an announcement 
by the Admiralty. No neutral ships 
were sunk. 

Losses, the communique says, were 
‘well below the average since the start 
of the war, which was twelve ships 
and 42,000" tons. ‘The total British 
‘mercantile tonnage sunk as a result 
Jof enemy action is about 640,000, 
averaging 24,000 a week, This is about 
(wo-thirds of the average weekly loss 
‘over the whole period in the last war, 
fand less than one-third of that during 
the first six months of 1917. 

During last week, the Germans lost 
two ships with a tonnage of 11,377. 

Up to March 6, 27 ships had been 
lost’ in’ convoy of a total of 11,714 
British, Allied and neutral ships, and 
only two neutral ships had been lost 
out of 1,300, c 
‘The fact that no neutrat chips were 
lost during the week would suggest 
‘that more neutral ships were taking 
advantage ‘of British convoys.

U.S, EUROPE POLICIES 
By Snimsoxtay, 


The pendulum-like swing of American 
foreign policy has become more than ever 
‘marked since the European war began. Be~ 
fore the war the Administration showed 
itself strongly opposed to German aggres- 
sive policies. When war out, there was a 
sudden pulling back, ‘The fear of becoming 
involved was the overwhelming emotion felt 
Ahroughout the country. Then came a 
gradual recovery of confidence. ‘The United 
States evidently was not going to be dragged 
in. Congressmen, no longer seared of their 
shadows, were cven able to listen to the 
President make a bold declaration in his 
‘annual message favouring international law 
‘nd order, without fecling that the country’s 
neutrality’ had been severely compromised. 
‘The invasion of Finland, too, emphasized the 
fact that two philosophies of life confronted 
each other in Europe and that the United 
States could not fail to be influenced by the 
‘outcome, of the struggte. Then round the mid- 
dle of January, there was a now hesitation to 
be observed and a new pulling-back. ‘Talle 
round the White House was all about the 
need for peace. A sheaf of protests was 
hurriedly sent to Great Britain complaining 
of various cconomie war measures taken 
‘against Germany. This constant swing back 
‘and forth seems to represent a lack of con 
sistency on the part of the Administration, 
but behind it all is the motivating force of 
isolationist sentiment, the political strength 
of which varies according to circumstance. 
It is not the weather cock which is variable, 
but the wind. ‘The Administration is sensi 
tive to the slightest change in strength and 
dixection of Congressional sentiment. 

If the Administration feels that it is leav- 
ing itself exposed to attack, it builds up its 
defences even before preparations for the 
attack are visible, My. Roosevelt, for ex- 
ample, might be accused of being a President 
Ukely'to lead the country Into war; there- 
fore, he takes pains to see that most of the 
publicity ‘coming from the White House 
deals with his peace plans and projects 
For a time, the Administration evidently 
felt that sympathy for Finland was a per- 
feelly safe attitude to take, but as soon as 
it saw possibilitics that Finnish aid could 
be represented as being dangerously un- 
neutral, the President hesitated, 


American protests to Britain differ some- 
what from the normal yielding of the Ad- 
ministration to public pressure, ‘The initia~ 
tive and the drive all came from the de- 
partment itself. ‘There was little press 
criticism of British blockade measures until 
the department swing into action, Congress 
men who are easily stirred to denunciation 
if they feol any American interest is being 
slighted had been significantly silent. ‘They 
received few lotters from constituents. When 
‘Senator Mead of New York, on pressure from 
the department, made a’ lengthy speech, 
nobody rose to continue the debate. It look- 
‘ed as though the Administration were rush- 
ing ahead of the isolationists themselves. 

Possibly one explanation is that there was 
fa difference between the original intention 
and the way in which matters developed. It 
‘was quite conecivable that the President 
should give the all-clear signal to a plan 
which, on the surface, would make it impos- 
sible for the isolationists to exiticize him on 
the grounds that he was pro-Ally. But the 
subject was handled by a group of officials 
who were influenced by other considerations 
and suffered from a sense of grievance en- 
tirely unrelated to the matter in hand, 

‘The international lawyers of the depart- 
ment naturally looked upon their task as 
that of presenting a case ayainst a rival 
attorney in the best manner possible. ‘They 














“were not concerned with policy, they were 


merely concerned with making out the best 
possible brief for their side. ‘The heetorins 
tone and the hinted menace are part and 
parcel of the prosecuting attorney's make-up. 
Secretary Hull, who could usually be 
relied upon to smooth away any difficulties, 
owas irritated at the cash and earry provisions 
‘of the Neutrality Act, proving an economic 
boomerang. ‘The British were saving their 
ash to buy arms and not as much 
as before to buy agricultural products. ‘This 
was undermining the support for the Trade's 
Agreement Act, Moreover, the Secretary of 
State had an attack of the “ 
critical moment which, owing to the absence 
‘on leave of the Under-sceretary Mr, Sumner

tary of State, in charge of the Department. 
‘Mr. Berle belongs to the little New Deal 
group who are interested solely in the domes- 
fie situation and fix their minds on the 
strategy necessary to secure a third term, 
if not for Roosevelt, at least for the New 
Deal, without considering possible repercus- 
sions abroad. 





‘The net result of the State Department's 
altitude, whatever forees were actually re- 
sponsible for determing it, was to touch a 
trigger releasing much of ‘the latent anti- 
British sentiment. It may be that, given a 
desire 10 counteract suspicions of  pro-Ally 


ju" at’ the]. 


leaning with a little anti-Ally sentiment, 
officials naturally took the line of least re- 
sistance. And that line resisted least be- 
‘cause it had been weakened by the efforts 
of German propagandists and their sym= 
pathizers. One of the chief efforts of Ger- 
many in Europe has been, by concentrating 
all its criticism on England and not mention- 
ing Franee, except, perhaps, to commiserate 
with her on having been led astray by her 
partner across the channel, to drive a wedge 
between these two Allies. Similarly in the 
United States, though French and English 
jeconomie controls were exercised jointly, all 
‘the protests were addressed to London ‘and 
fall the discussions seemed to assume that 
France was playing no part whatever in the 
matter. 

‘While the Department of State was adopt- 
ing this attitude, the Treasury Department 
]was proving itself co-operative and facilitat- 
ing the purchases of Allied supplies. By 
keeping in close touch with the Anglo-French 
‘Commission, the Treasury was able to avoid 
lcompetitive bidding and see that prices were 
‘not raised to artificial heights. In other 
‘words, it was helping itself as well 
helping others. But it might very casily 
Ihave adopted the attitude that if benefits 
meant co-operation, it would do without the 
benefits. 








While protests were being sent to Great 

jn, complaining of her war measures, 
no protests were sent to Germany. A pro- 
fest to Germany would have increased the 
suspicion that the President wished to take 
part in the pressure which France and Eng- 
Jand were bringing to bear upon her, while 
protest to England disarmed that criticism, 
No protest has ever been sent Germany over 
Jdclayed American cargoes in the Baltic, 
though sometimes three weeks or more may. 
elapse before they are released. Germany 
‘wishes to make certain that the cargoes will 
not go to Canada instead of to the United 
[States, just as England in halting vessels at 
Gibraltar for an average of 12 days wishes 
to make certain the cargoes will not find 
their way to Germany. Compared with a 
three weeks’ average, a twelve-day average 
appears reasonable, but it is the twelve- 
Jday delay which has evoked the protest. 

It should also be remembered that the 
Neutrality Act was drafted by men who had 
their eyes fixed on the controversies which 
Jed the United States 16 enter the last war 
in opposition to Germany. ‘They sought to 
favoid the possibility of being drawn into a 
new war by making such controversies im- 
possible in the future. But though all pre- 
dictable causes of conflict with Germany, 
‘were guarded against, nothing was done to 
guard against possible controversies with 
England, It was left to be perfectly safe 
to engoye in arguments with the English, 
since an Anglo-American war was unthink- 
able. 

But now the argument is advanced, “Since 
we have now given up many of our neutral 
rights under the Neutrality Act, we must 
obviously insist all the more strongly on 
those we have retained.”
